3, on which date, acéording to plans, 
there were to be the formalities of a sine 
die adjournment. ¥ 

Among the matters which were tied up | 
when the legislators knocked off work 
this morning were the omnibus appropri- 
ation bill and the norma! school bills. 

The senate also had demanded confer- 
ences on the “ one day of rest in seven ” 
bill, the armories appropriation bill, and 
the architects bill. 

Early this morning the house adopted 
a conference committee report receding 
from its amendment to the mileage-ad- 
vertising exchange bill, providing that 
legislators could receive free railroad 
transportation.

Lacks the Spectacular. 

The session which convened at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning lacked many 
of the spectacular features that have 
marked the getaway moments of former 
sessions.

Carranza Held Dominant Force. 
In deciding to treat with Carranza with 


a view to the restoration of peace in Mex- 
ico the administration recognizes him as 
the dominant force im the republic. He 
has been, or will be, asked to step aside 
for the present and permit some man or 
group to establish a provisional govern- 
ment. 

The government thus established 
would be recognized by the United States. 
Furthermore, it would have the “ active 
moral support’ of this government, as 
well ag the support of financial interests 
which are vitally concerned in the re- 
establiahment of réer in Mexico. So far 
as can be learned, this arrangement would 
not foreclose opportunity for Carranze 
to become president of Mexico. His part 
would be to stand aside during the period 
of the provisional government. which 
would in a reasonable time lseue a de- 
cree for an election to choose constitu- 
tional officers, and then take his chances 
with other candidates. 

Convention ‘Party Is Defiant. 

A repiy to Mr. Wilson's proclamation 
enjoining Mexico to right her own 
troubles, or the United States would be 
forced to undertake the task, was re- 
ceived at the state departmem todey from 
Francisco Lagos Chasaroe, the new pres- 
ident of the convention government. 

Chazeroe's note is defiant in tone. He 
makes it plain that if the United States 
intervened in Mexico the convention gov- 
ernment would fight to «a finish. He 
gives the United States to understand 
that her internal troubles are no concern 
of any other power and that Mexico must 
be left to her own devices no matter what 
Lappens. 

In response to a request mado by Ad- 
mira] Caperton, who is In command of 
the American naval forces on the east 
coast of Mexico, two additional war ves- 
sels are to be sent to that quarter. 

Official oc nfirmation was received at the 
agtate department todey of the recapture 
by the Villa forces of Saltillo, reopening 
communication with Piedras Negras. 
Fighting continues daily about Monterey, 
according to e dispatch from Congul Gen- 
eral Hanna.

Pensacola, Fila., June 18.—[Special.J— 
Alone in their country home, thirty miles 
from Pensacola, Peter Wyman and wife, 
parents of Lieut. Wyman of the United 
States army, now in the Philippines, Were 
found murdered yesterday: The couple 
had evidently been dead for two days.

POISON MYSTERY

The whereabouts of Warren A. Patrick 
is no longer a mystery. His body lies in 
en undertaker’s shop at 4649 Prairie ave- 
nue—a “ coroner’s case.” 

But there is plenty of mystery left. 
Where Patrick had been since he disap- 
peared from his home a week ago, when 
he returned to his family, and how he 
happened to take a deadly dose of lysol 
are all questions which the authorities will 
try to thrash out at an inquest today. 


Wife Reported Him Missing. 

Several days ago Patrick’s wife asked 
the police to look for him. An appeal also 
was made to THE TRIBUNE, with the re- 
sult that a story telling of his disappear- 
ance was printed, along with his pic- 
ture. ; 

Late yesterday the coroners office got 
a brief message from the Prairie avenue 
undertaker: 

“ There’s @ lysol case here waiting for 
you.” 

The name of the “lysol case” was 
Warren A. Patrick. The only other infor- 
mation received by the coroner was that 
the undertaker had taken the body from 
a fat at 686 East Fifty-first street. The 
fiat is the Patrick home. 


Information Shut Off. 

Apparently persons who had informa- 
tion concerning Patrick's reappearance 
and his death were resolved to keep it to 
themeelves. A TRIBUNE reporter found 
the Fifty-first street flat dark. Persist- 
ent ringing of the bell, however, brought 
a man to the front door. He declined to 
talk. 

The reporter went to the undertaker’s 
shop. He wae refused permission to look 
at the body. ‘ 

In the meantime the Fiftieth street po- 
lice had heard of the death. A policeman 
visited the undertaker’s shop. He was 
able to get no further enlightenment than 
had the reporter. 

At the flat the policeman fared no bet- 
ter. He was unable to verify there the

Fight on Ten Mile Front. 

South of La Basse and north of Arras 

on a ten mile front the battle, now three 
days old, continues. The allied soldiers 
are fighting over wrecked trenches and 
hillsides strewn with dead. The attack- 
ing forces are battling desperately to sur- 
round a large enemy force ina ravine east 
of the Lorette hills. From a hill near 
Souchez heavy artillery is sweeping the 
enemy’s lines. 
_All around Souchez the fighting is go- 
ing on with the greatest intensity. The 
French are pounding against fortified 
strongholds with artillery, while infantry 
regiments are hurling themselves against 
a huge German force engaged in a des- 
perate effort to hold their lines before 
Lens. ; 

German in Counter Attacks. 
The Germans are not satisfied merely 
to hold their lines. They are counter at- 
tacking with great fury. Bombs, hand 
grenades and bayonets all are playing 
their part in the great conflict. 

The loss of Lens would force a read- 
justment of the German front from Arras 
to the sea, and for this reason the kaiser’s 
men are throwing themselves into battle 
with utter disregard for lives. 
The official French war statement cov- 
ering the day’s operations in this vicinity 
is terse and gives no details of the fight- 
ing. It does, however, claim success in 
Alsace. 

French War Statement. 
The text of the communication follows: 
“In the sector to the north of Arrasa 
violent artillery duel has taken place to- 
day. The front here remains unchanged. 
We hold all the ground we have captured. 
“In Alsace we have fortified the posi- 
tions which we took yesterday and con- 
tinue to make progress here. Our ad- 
vanced parties at the end of the day had 
reached the outskirts of Metzeral. 
**'We have advanced along both banks 
of the Fecht.

VIENNA, June 18.—The Austro-Ger- 
man troops in pursuit of the retreating 
Russians have crossed the Galician border 
to the north of Sieniawa and have reached 
the heights north of Krezow, Prussia, and 
occupied the Rus#ian town of Tarnogrod, 
according to an official communication 
issued by the war office tonight.

Telegrams received from Bucharest, 
Roumania, state that the Austro-Ger- 
mans on the Bukowina front have ad- 
vanced about ten miles into Bessarabia, 
and now threaten Chotin, northeast of 
Czernowitz and just across the Russian 
border. It is added that Austro-Hungari- 
an troops have occupied Novoselica, Rus- 
sia, across the northern boundary of Rou- 
mania, on the Pruth river. 


Russia Reviews Teuton Losses. 

PETROGRAD, June 18.—Russian troops 
have inflicted enormous losses on the 
armies of Gen. von Mackensen in the 
ghting in Galicia in the last month, ac- 
cording to an official statement issued 
here today, which estimates the Austro- 
German casualties along the Dniester 
alone at from 120,000 to 150,000. The Rus- 
sians have taken 40,000 prisoners. 

A victory for the Russians in a battle

British Officials Hear That 
Warneford Was Doing 
“Stunts” at Time. 


PARIS, June 18.—The British royal navy 
fiying corpe today began an investigation 
of the aeroplane accident yesterday which 

| resulted in the death of Lieut. R. A. J- 
Warneford, the aviator who recently de- 
stroyed a Zeppelin airship, and Henry 
Beach Needham, an American writer. 
The accounts of various persone on the 
scene at the time of the accident disagree 
as to the exact cause of the fatal drop. 
A defect in the tail of the aeroplane or 
in the propeller, or immprudence on the 
part of Warneford are among the ex- 
planations offered. That the accident 
was not due to an explosion or to motor 


trouble, aa the first reporte said, was 


shown by an examination of the motor 
today. It was found to be in perfect con- 
dition, 


Say He Was “Steeplechasing.” 
Those who say that the aviator failed 
to exercise proper caution cite the fact 
that the machine fell when Warneford 
was steeplechasing. He was about 300 
feet up at the time, according to several 
witnesses, who assert that he took un- 
usual risks. 

It is said that he had been stceple- 
chasing for some minutes with increasing 
speed and daring, and that suddenly the 
machine, a cause as yet unexplained 
and whic bly wil remain a mys 
tery, was seen to tip over and dart down- 
ward. Witnesses of the accident were 
examined today by members of the royal 
fiying corps. 

The witnesses said that Warneford first 
fell from the machine and that Needham 
had tumbled out asit darted toward the 
earth. ‘ 


TWO KILLED IN FLIGHT. 

Quincy, Mass., June 18.—In an aero- 
plane accident here today George H. Her- 
sey Jr. of this city, a mechanician, was 
killed inetantly and Wiliam D. Ely of 
Providence, R. I., who was receiving in- 
struction in flight from Harry M. Jones, 
the operator of the machine, sustained 
injuries from which he died on the way 
to, the hospital.

CUSACK TO BLOCK! 


BILLBOARD FOES 


Ciub Woman Denounces Sug- 
gestions of Nudity; Man, 
“Ads” of Disease, 


The Thomas Cusack company and the 
Chicago Federation of Labor jo:ned yes- 
terday in an effort to defeat the proposed 
ordinance to prohibit billboards in resi- 
dence districts. 

The battle lines were drawn at a hear- 
jng before the council buildings commit- 
tee, attended by nearly 300 men and 
women. About half the audience was 
composed of employés of billboard con- 
cerns, who denounced the campaign of 
the civic organizations as “ fanatical and 
confiscatory.”’ 

Abolition of the signs was advocated 
by representatives of the Chicago Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, the City club, the 
Chicago Woman's club, the Park-Harbor 
Citizens’ association, and the Municipal 
Art league, as well as by many house- 
holders and property owners. 


“Artistic”? Billboards. 

Joseph Deutsch, president of Edwards 
& Deutsch, lithographers, said the pass- 
age of the ordinance would put some of 
the big printing shops out of business. 

“These signs are artistic and educa- 
tional,"’ he added. “ Great artists are de- 
voting their life work to making billboard 
designs.”’

Mrs. Edwin L. Lobdell, vice president of 
the Chicago Woman's club.

Some More “Education.” 

Adolph Heile, a real estate man of 524 
Barry avenue, also -shot a bolt at the 
“ educational ’’ feature of outdoor adver- 
tising. 

“I walk over to the Lake Shore drive 
every morning,’ Mr. Heile said. ‘**‘ Atthe 
corner there is a sign with the word ‘ con- 
stipation’ occupying a space fifteen feet 
long. Another board shows a man and a 
women, both climbing into union suits. 
If that’s education, I'd like to know it."’ 

John Fitzpatrick, president of the Chi- 
cago Iederation of Labor, warned the 
committee the ordinance would cut off 
the means of livelihood for many elec- 
tricians, carpenters, sheet metal workers, 
teamsters, printers, and the like, 

“While men and women are starving 
in hovels,”’ he said, ‘I don't see why 
you should restrict business in order to 


satisfy the idiosyncracies of the Munici- 


pal Art league.’’ One-half the audience 
cheered vociferously. 


Laboring Men Against Sign Board. 


“ That’s just a play on the feelings,”’ 
asserted Ald. John Kjellander, who fa- 
thered the ordinance. ‘‘ There are lots 
of laboring men in my ward, and they 
are just as anxious to have the signs 
taken down as the people on the boule- 
vards. It lessens the value of their prop- 
erty just as much in proportion as it does 
the value of anybody else’s property. 

The state and city spend millions in 
the beautification of the park and boule- 
vard systems.: Visitors say they are the 
finest in the world. Why should the 
billboard people be permitted to mar them 
with unsightly signs? 

“Rubbish is piled up behind them. 
They afford hiding places for thugs, 
thieves, agd robbers. Men, women, and 
children a¥e attacked by thugs who take 
refuge behind bilfboards. The lights at 
night only intensify the darkness behind. 

*“ Billboards not only tend to create in- 
sanitary conditions but they have been 
found to be nuisances by the Supreme 
court of Iilinois.”’ 


Pleads for Cusack. 

John S. Hummer, attorney for the Cu- 
sack company, said Ald. Kjellander could 
not prove his charges. He asserted the 
Cusack company keeps several crews of 
men at work cleaning up their billboards 
and the vacant lots on which they stand. 

“This ordinance is confiscatory,” Mr. 
Hummer said. ‘* We have to stand con- 
stant persecution. You are after us night 
and day—we never can rest. You are 
ériving prosperity away, you are stabbing

A BENEFACTOR WANTED. 

With regal prodigality Chicago has let the nat- 
ural wonderland at its. very door—the sand dune 
country—go to waste, unappreciated except by a few 
local énthusiasts and geographers the world over. 
Within forty miles of the crowded city there is a 
unique stretch of earth teeming with strange plants, 
wild flowers, birds, animals, and shifting sands per- 
haps unequaled anywhere else. Thousands of varie- 
ties of vegetation are growing side by side that in 
any other circumstances would be separated by 
hundreds of miles. The trailing arbutus and the 
lowly cactus growing in profusion within a throw’s 
distance of each other! Imagine it and then imagine 
the careléssness that would let it go unappreciated, 
to be exploited as a sand mine or some other un- 
reasonable use. 

By mere accident a tract of 2,500 acres between 
Dune Park station and Michigan City is being held 
untouched by a local syndicate. Somehow or other 
this natural playground on the lake shore should 
be preserved and set aside as the greatest attraction 
Chicago has to offer to its people and visitors who 
are lovers of nature. The possibilities of the na- 
tional government becoming interested are perhaps 
too remote to be depended upon. 

The Chicago dune country ranks along with the 
Grand Cafion and the Niagara Falls in the minds of 
the world’s foremost naturalists as a sight most 
worth seeing.

THE COUNTY INTEREST. 

The Citizens’ association is to be congratulated 
on winning legislation to correct the county intert- 
est evil and compel county treasurers to give full 
accounting on public funds as well as to pay over 
the interest.

$1.53 per attendant a day without a cent of profit to 
themselves and who have solicited donations from 
private benefactors with which they have built, 
. equipped, and furnished a home where three hundred 
nurses are being trained at a time without a cent of 
extra expense to the county are now, we hope, to 
be allowed to do their work without being attacked 
and accused at regular intervals. 

The squawking that has been done about opening 
the service to the lowest bidder each year has got 
no further with the public than it deserved. The 
people do not want the nursing turned over to men 
who want to make money out of it by introducing 
adulterated service. They are satisfied with hu- 
mane, skillful service at the lowest possible cost, 
which is now being given, and they are or ought 
to be deeply grateful for this disinterested service. 

We are fairly well acquainted now with the 
“charges” and also with the purposes of the in- 
spired “competitors” who want to bid on the nurs- 
ing contract. All of us would be better off if they 
would retire into utter oblivion. , 


FOREIGN TRADE AND NATIONAL 
DEFENSE. | 
If the conquest of a flourishing foreign trade 
means increased profits, more industries, maximum 
employment, and more of the good things of life for 
all classes of our citizens, does it not mean some 
new duties and responsibilities also? 
Our extreme pacifists, who urge disarmament and 
at the same time hold forth at trade conferences 
with Sonth American and Chinese business men, 
drawing oratorical pictures of the enticing prizes 
left unguarded during the present struggle for final 
supremacy in foreign trade, would lull us into the 
pleasant dream that somehow or other the millen- 
nium will come with the end of the present war or 
that the natural laws of compensation are to be 
suddenly suspended so the dollar chasing Yankee 
might make more Money. We are to get the new 
trade on a constantly increasing scale, without any 
of the international jealousy that follows in the 
wake of keen commercial rivalry. The already well 
hated American will be welcomed into the field by 
England and Germany, despite the loss to them 
in millions of dollars and the employment of their 
peoples. With his tremendous resources of coal. 
iron, wheat, corn, copper, and cotton, and his nat- 
ural trading abilities, England will love the Yan- 
kee while she hates the German, who was an ag- 
gressive rival. 3 
Dr. J. Paul Goode of the University of Chicago 
recently pointed out the position in which the Unit- 
ed States was bound to find itself following the 
acquisition of a foreign trade. So long as force is 
the most powerful element in controlling men and 
nations, force in the end will decide the questions 
of foreign trade. 
“Our natural tesources are of the greatest im- 
portance,” he said, “in bringing the nation commer- 
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probability facing hard liquor drinkers is hard 
drinking, which means anything from the ceme- 
tery to the insane esylum. 

It is contended, with a‘ show of reason which 
would not appeal to a prohibitionist, that the use 
of fermented liquors must meet some demand in- 
herent in man. ‘There may be something in the 
conditions of his life, in his nervous system, in his 
philosophy, in his desire to escape stark terms of 
existence which drives him to put grain, vegetables, 
or fruit into a vat and get therefrom a liquid 
which exhilarates. | 

Experience shows that as men have been ag- 
gressive and vigorous they have done this, and, 
although a prohibitionist would not allow the rea- 
soning, it is maintained and can be maintained 
that we have cause and effect in operation. 

A somnolent, easy going race, burned by the 
hot sun and reduced to compulsory inactivity, may 
avoid all forms of intoxicant, but races which put 
their nerves to tests and expose their lives to haru- 
ships seem to reach out for means of high lighting 
spots in their existence. 

The argument does not permit dogmatism or flat 
assertion, but experience reveals more than mere 
perversity in brewing, fermenting, distilling, and 
drinking. A habit that so nearly approaches uni- 
versality and presents such a record of continuity 
through all history cannot be ascribed downright 
to a dominant error in life. 

Whatever argument may be made for wines and 
brews—assume that some may be made—none can 
be made for spirits. They make wreckage. Na- 
tions which find that they have a drink prohlem on 
their hands find that it has been caused by the 
corroding, mind destroying, body sapping intem- 
perance in the use of distilled liquor. Where ex- 
ecutive wisdom is joined with executive authority 
there has been prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale of spirits. 

Probably no section of the United States is so 
organized that it can prohibit the sale of spirits 
and permit the sale of wines and beer and thus 
make an experiment which would be a compromise, 
but which might allow some latitude for personal 
discretion and not tolerate the existence of an inde- 
fensible traffic. : 

If a part of the country, if a part of Illinois, 
were so organized as to make this possible it would 
be an interesting experiment. An effort was made 
to try it in Chicago, but, to no one’s astonishment, 
without result. Nevertheless, there is bound to be 
an effort at compromise along this line. 

The prohibition of all except wines and beer 
would reduce the drinking problem to its least 
offensive state. Whatever may be urged in favor 
of moderate use of the least damaging kinds of 
drink would then be upon trial and the issue would 
be one of fact. If temperance were the consequence 
it might properly be left with the individual Jis- 
cretion to make a wise use of life and opportu- 
nities. 


FREEDOM OF SPEECH. 

To forbid freedom of speech to an American is 
to strike somewhere near the foundation of what 
he considers tolerable government. If the report 
that Dr. Scott Nearing, assistant professor of eco- 
nomics in the Wharton school at the University of 
Pennsylvania, has been dropped from the pay roll 
because of his persistent utterances in favor of 
academic freedom in defiance of the university trus- 
tees is true, his case is one of national interest. 

Are our universities to teach only the theory 
and persuasion of whoever happens to have been 
selected or elected to the position of regent or trus- 
tee? It should be remembered, too, that under our 
system little effort has been made to put men of 
broad learning and sympathies on these boards be- 
cause it has never occurred to us that our teachers 
were to be taught by them. We usually have made 
honors of the places, in the overwhelming numbe- 
of instances limiting our selections to one class of 
men—those who have made money, are profoundly 
respectable as far as we know, and who naturally 
feel kindly to the system that has given them such 
complete recognition and appreciation. 

Several months ago the professors and instructors 
of a number of educational institutions united in 
an organization to protect their freedom of speech, 
We are wondering ff any investigation of the Near- 
ing case will be undertaken?

THE MALADROITNESS OF JOSEPHUS, 
[From the New York Tribune. } 

Secretary Daniels does many wrong things—in 
the wrong way. Occasionally he does a right 
thing—but also in the wrong way. His selection 
of Capt. Albert W. Grant as commander of the 
submarine fleet is a case which illustrates good 
intentions, perhaps, but faulty methods. 

This appointment may have been meant to em- 
phasize the importance of the service by putting 
an Officer of higher rank in charge. But it seems 
to make a scapégoat of Commander Yates Stir- 
ling Jr., who has labored “valiantly to bring the 
submarine flotilla up to a state of comparative 
efficiency and whose work is now repaid by 
something like a snub. Mr. Daniels has had his 
eyes opened to the foolish optimism with which 


he used to expatiate on the high quality of the 


submarines in service. In his report of December 
last he said: “It will be seen that the United 
States has a submarine flotilla relatively and ac- 
tually very powerful.” Also: “As far as the 
submarines themselves are concerned, it is be- 
lieved that ours are on a par with any in the 
world.” 8 

The Tribune exposed the defects in these ves- 
sels last winter, and now that those defects have 
been emphasized in the nava] war game Mr. Dan- 
lels admits that they are not up to requirements. 
He says that he is going to develop the flotilla, 
but the first thing he does is to subordinate a 
man who has shown himself thoroughly familiar 
with the merits and shortcomings of the present 
types—too famillar, possibly, to have pleased Mr. 
Daniels when he testified before the house com- 
mittee on naval affairs—and put in charge an 
officer with no previous experience with subma- 
rines. 

We do not say this to disparage Capt. Grant's 
capacity as an officer. The incident only shows 
once more Mr. Daniels’ weakness as an admin- 
istrator—a weakness which disables him from co- 
operating with the officers under him in such a

My Dear Max Muller: 

You asked in your last letter how it was that the Amer- 
icams were permitting the exportation of arms to France, and 
whether there had been any change of feeling here. I be. 
lieve, none. The compliments of the Provisional Government 
told, as you may see by the conduct of the American Ambas- 
sador; but those of Bismarck (who, among his various ao 
complishments, evidently knows how to tickle trout) are 
swallowed with at least equal avidity, 

It is simply the American view of International Law, and, 
I venture to think, the right view. 

It would be too much to expect that, whenever any two 
nations chose to disturb the peace of the world, all the 
other nations should be required to prohibit lawful trading, 
and to turn their Government into detectives, armed, as they 
must be for such a purpose, with arbitrary powers. You 
cannot draw any real distinction between arms and other 
things needed by belligerents. One belligerent needs rifles, 
another saddlery, a third cloth for uniforms, a fourth biscuit, 
a fifth copper or iron. 

There is a special reason for not prohibiting the purchase 
of arms. If this were done a great advantage would be 
given, against the interests of civilization, to Powers which, 
during peace, employed their revenues in arming themselves 
for war instead of endowing professors. A moral and ocivil- 
ized Power, which had been benefiting humanity, would be 
assailed by some French Empire which hed been collecting 
chassepots, and when it went to provide itself with the 
means of defense International Law would shut up the gun- 
shop.

IMPORTANCE OF CHEWING 
FOOD. 

IGESTION begins in the mouth. It 
is essential to know that when the 
food has been retained in the 
mouth long enofgh to become 
thoroughly incorporated with the 

mouth juices an important part of diges- 
tion has already taken place. When the 
foad is well chewed it becomes well mixed 
with the saliva and other mouth juices, 
and this is:one of the reasons why com- 
plete mastication of the food is necessary. 

Starch, for instance, is converted into 
sugar by the action of the saliva, and 
this is one of the steps of digestion. If 
food be thrust into the stomach without 
being emulsified by chewing and the 
starchy substances of the diet converted 
into sugar before being swallowed, the 
stomach is compelled to take on a duty 
for which it was not intended. 


~~ 
That the stomach can and does take on 
and perform the functions of the teeth 
and the mouth for years without com- 
plaint does not refute the argument in 
favor of chewing. It only indicates that 
the stomach is an organ of wonderful 
power and adaptability. It can and will 
for a time, in addition to its other duties, 
perform the function of the teeth and 
the mouth; but at last it gives out, and 
the owner finds himeelf a victim of one 


‘of the forms of indigestion. 


There are other reasons why thorough 
mastication is necessary. The longer the 
food is retained in the ¥ tog and the 
longer it is chewed the m chance the 
taste nerves have to come in contact witb 
it, and when the palate is satiated the 
appetite is appeased and the desire for 
food is gone. The same mouthful of food 
retained im the mouth sixty seconds will 
go nearly as far toward satisfying the 
taste nerves as two mouthfuls retained 
in the mouth thirty seconds each. 

Hence it follows that thorough mastica- 
tion of food is a preventive of overeat- 
ing, and it may be‘said that overeating is 
one of the dietary sins of the age.

The savory taste of food, in addition 
to the motion of the jaws and cheeks, fa- 
cilitates the flow of saliva. It is necessary 
that the mouth juices be incorporated 
with the food while it is still in the mouth. 
All chewing of gum or other substances 
between meals creates an undue flow of 
saliva at a time when the salivary glands 
should be at rest. The result isa short- 
age of that necessary fluid when the next 
meal time arrives.

HE deaf and dumb throughout the 

world are the poorer for the death 

of Sir Arthur Fairbairn, popularly 

known as the “deaf and dumb 

baronet,”” who was president of the 
Royal Association in Aid of the Deaf and 
Dumb, and who devoted much of his great 
wealth and his cleverness to the allevia- 
tion of those afflicted in the same way as 
himself. 

In fact, Sir Arthur was a most useful, 
respected, and popular citizen, who, in 
spite of his infirmity, was sunny tem- 
pered, a keen sportsman, passionately 
fond of hunting and of shooting, and a 
great collector of bric-A-brac. 

Moreover, he enjoyed the distinction of 
being the only deaf mute who had made 
his way through Cambridge and received 
a degree from that great university. 

His sister, Miss Constance Fairbairn, is 
also deaf and dumb. But his brother, 
James, who succeeds to the baronetcy, 
has escaped the affliction. 

Sir; James owes his succession to the 
baronetcy to the death in the United 
States of his nephew, Roderick Gordon 
Fairbairn, who succumbed a few years 
ago toan overdose of morphinein aprison 
cell at Bridgeport, Conn., in which he 
had been placed after his arrest on a 
charge of drunk and disorderly conduct. 

~~ 

On the occasion of the last French ex- 
hibition in London, Sir Arthur invited 
a delegation of over 100 French deaf 
mutes to cross the channel in order to 
visit the show and entertained them 
throughout their stay in the British 
metropolis, 

One of the features of their sojourn was 
a banquet given by about 100 prominent 
English deaf mutes and which was pre- 
sided over by Sir Arthur. The only sound 
that broke the silence at the dinner was 
the clatter of knives, forks, and dishes, 
although speeches were made, toasts hon- 
ored, and post-prandial witticisms ap- 
proved, but all silently, in dumb show. 

Sir Arthur commenced the speech- 
making after the coffee with the custom- 
ary phrase, ‘Ladies and gentlemen; 
pray silence for the toast,’ which he rap- 
idly twirled off on his fingers, and the 
smiles on every face showed that all pres- 
ent enjoyed the joke. 

He wound wp by proposing the health 
of the king and of the president of France 
~—a toast which, though drunk In silence, 
was none the less loyally and enthusias- 
tically honored.

Sir Arthur had many odd experiences. 
On one occasion he had invited to din- 
ner two men who during his absence had 
called at his house separately with let- 
ters of introduction. 

When he entered his drawing room, a 
little late, he found his guests, both of 
whom were endowed with their full fac- 
ulties of speech and hearing, endeavoring 
to communicate with each other by means 
of the sign language with which they 
had only the most limited acquaintance, 
each imagining that the other was the 
deaf and dumb host. No one enjoyed the 
a more heartily than Sir Arthur him-

The story of the Fairbairns is what may 
be described as a romance of industry. 
A little over 100 years ago a farm laborer 
at Kelso named Fairbairn was blessed 
with two gona, William and Peter, who 
etarted life as boy employés in the Percy 
Main colliery near Newoastle-on-Tyne. 

It was there that William Fairbairn, 
the elder brother, made the acquaintance 
of George Stephenson, the father of ra!l- 
road transportation, but then employed 
as a brakeman on the colliery tramroad. 


The two young men rendered each other 
mutual and formed a close 


* 


By the Brentwood Co.] 
friendship. which lasted through life. 

When George Stephenson invented the 
locomotive, William Fairbairn invented 
his riveting machines, etc., and developed 
into one of the greatest engineers of his 
age, among his many creations having 
been the tubular bridge across the Menai 
strats. 

He was one of the founders of the Brit- 
ish institution, received a baronetcy in 
1869, and died at the age of 90 in 1874, 
leaving as heir to his honors a_é son, 
Thomas, who followed him to the grave 
in 1891, and was succeeded by his son, 
Arthur, the late deaf and dumb baronet. 


—- 

I have said that the first baronet, the 
friend of Stephenson, was the elder of two 
sons. His younger brother, Peter, like- 
wise achieved distinction, and, having 
carved out a fortune of his own at Leeda, 
as one of the principal manufacturers 
of machinery, was knighted as mayor of 
Leeds by Queen Victoria on the occasion 
of her visit to that city in 1858, 

His son, the late Sir Andrew Fairbairn, 
will be remembered by all those Amer- 
ican railroad men who have taken part 
in the great international railroad con- 
gresses in which he usually figured as vice 
president. 

He, too, became mayor of Leeds and 
was knighted by Queen Victoria. 


> 

Reginald McKenna, after having been 
in turn minister of education, first lord 
of the admiralty, and secretary of state 
for the home department, and having 
made a dismal failure in each office, has 
now been appointed to the chancellorship 
of the exchequer, in the coalition cabinet 
of Premier Asquith. 

In spite of his unpopularity in pariia- 
ment and the denunciations which the 
press has heaped upon his head in connec. 
tion with each of the three former cabinet 
offices which he has filled, his nomination 
to the treasury, the grave of so many rép- 
utations, has met with relative satisfac- 
— in business circles in the aity of Lon- 

on. 

It is remembered there that, when 
Prime,Minister Asquith was chancellor 
of the exchequer, Reginald McKenna was 
financial secretary of the treasury and 
won approval in that capacity, 

Indeed, since 1905 he has been one of 
the recognized spokesmen of the Liberal] 
party on financial affairs, and at one time 
advocated the complete extinction of in- 
direct taxes and the raising of revenue 
by direct taxation alone. 

Since then the treasury has gone far 
in the direction of Reginald McKenna’‘s 
ideal. This year the direct taxes, if not 
further Increased, will furnish between 
65 and 70 per cent of the entire tax rey- 
enue. 

Reginald McKenna is a member of the 
bar and has a most urpleasant manner, 
which has done more to earn enemies for 
him than anything else, even among his 
Own party. 

Thus he fs supercilious, arrogant, and 
freezing. He irritates enemies and friends 
alike. He has the manner of the pro- 
fessor, dogmatic, domineering. impatient 
of contradiction, or even of disagreement, 
and resentful if one presumes to know 
a thing which he does not know. To 
prove him in the wrong ts to incur his bit- 
ter enmity. 

He did well at the bar, at least In a 
monetary sense. He has a brother who 
is a solicitor with a sort of mercantile 
agency for the recovery of small claims, 
of which the aggregate total ie large. It 
is probably because, whea in practice as 
a barrister, Reginald McKenna took 
charge of recovering these claims for his 
solicitor brother that he never attained 
the dignity of king’s Counsel, for one can-

of New York Life. 
Dunne’s Attitude on Last Big f 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 
MPTY POCKETS,” 
the title of Rupert 
Hughes’ latest and 
best. novel, must 
not fill you with the 
fear that as the re- 
sult of his acquaint- 
ance with you he 
has become  bio- 
graphical. He is 
not even autobiographical. He gives you, 
indeed, no more of the history of empty 
pockets than your constitution—sersitive 
to that subject—can endure. And to coun- 
teract the depression he gives the €xX- 
hilarating history of a full pocket and 
what it can do when it has a human heart 
literally palpitating with good will be- 
hind it. 
Need one say that it is a story of New 
York? The cover itself settles all doubt. 
On one side stands what we may suppose 
to be the austere residence of the Schuy- 
lers—Muriel Schuyler is the heroine and 
heiress to fifty millions—on the other side 
tower the tenements with their clothes- 
lines, their fire escapes, their unescapable 
sociability. Yes, it is New York, where 
pockets are fuller and emptier than al- 
most anywhere on this continent, and 
where people are not only conscious of 
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‘the contrasts of their city, but permit 


themselves a picturesque satisfaction in 
them. In other words, New York is aware 
of itself. It has achieved characteris- 
tics and it knows what they are. 

At any rate, Rupert Hughes knows. He 
is what may be termed a very sensitive 
writer. He can convert himself into a 
perfect medium and transmit colors like 
a chameleon in a bowl of abalone. He is 
witty, tragic, gay, morose, alive with 
hope, pessimistic, sardonic, tender, com- 
plex, simple cynical trusting and always 
human, neighborly, inquisitive—a splen- 
did gossip, who knows that news about 
a neighbor is and to the time must re- 
main, the most interesting thing this side 
of immortality. He is no more of an ideal- 
ist than the. facts as he has seen them 
justify, but he is much more cordial than 
any idealist can ever be. He has no 
draughty Olympus into which he with- 
draws his soul; he dreams of no ivory 
tower upon an enchanted plain, but lives 
among New York streets and is jostled 
by the multitude that crowds them, ask- 
ing no better fate. 

Mr. Hughes’ story is not be given in 
brief. It depends for its charm upon the 
manner of its telling. It is in a sensea 
detective story, but the mechanism does 
not creak, and the story never degener- 
ates into a mere picture puzzle, as de- 
tective stories so frequently do. To tell 
the truth Mr. Hughes works so well that 
it is quite superfluous for him to bother 
with a “plot ’;- folk who read him are 
quite willing ito dispense with such a con- 
trivance. It is, however, a good plot and 
a puzzling one, and it would hold the read- 
er if he were not having such a good time 
with the author’s diverting interpreta- 
tions of life that he doesn't really care a 
hang who killed the man. (Harper’s.) 


A Galeworthy Play. 


“A BIT O’ LOVE " is the title that John 


-|Galsworthy has chosen for a little play 


of the “ West Country” in which he 
has opposed the true Christian convic- 
tions of a much wronged young curate 
to the conventional ideas of honor of his 


community. Michael Strangway has mar- 
ried a fascinating, wild hearted woman 
who finds that she does not love him, but 
that her devotion still clings to a former 


lover, a Physician. She leaves her hus- 


band for a time and goes into exile, en- 
deavoring to fight the impulses of her 
heart, but she concludes her time of pro- 
-| pation by accepting her desires as man- 
dates. 


She returns to the doctor, and 
in one swift scene repudiates her hus-

Remote, austere, burning with hidden 
passion, inured to sacrifice, the master 
of the flute, the friend of animals, the 
liberator of birds and companion of chil-, 
dren, he is not unlike the St. Francis 
whom he admires beyond all Christians, 
and who, in the face of all prejudice and 
custom, he follows. 

Perhaps Mr. Gaisworthy is saying after 
his own fashion that if there is anything 
whych the modern Christian is not, it isa 
follower of Christ and his teachings. At 
any rate, this man who endeavors to 
forgive, to love, and to sacrifice makes a 
curious, almost a grotesque figure among 
his friends.

Mr. D. G. Hogarth’s little book, ‘‘ THE 
ANCIENT EAST,” is a review of the 
Egyptian, Assyrian, Hittite, and other 
dynasties from about 1000 B. GC to the 
beginning of the Christian era.

of Travelin America.

+ (Bobbs-Merrill com- 
mpany) It may 
truthfully be called 
a compendium of the histury of both 
travel and road making in this country 
and even more than that; for to a large 
extent it tells the story of pioneer life in 
America, of which travel and road mak- 
ing were important factors. Apparently 
Mr. Dunbar has spent many years in col- 
lecting his materials, and he seems to 
have delved into every nook and corner 
which he suspected might conceal in- 
formation. ‘*‘ Sources of the text,’’ he 
tells us in his introduction, “have been 
files of early newspapers; various col- 
lections of manuscripts and documents 
in libraries, historical societies, and elae- 
where; diaries, letters, and printed chron- 
icles of pioneers; narratives in state and 
local histories; maps;. state and govern- 
ment records, and information contained 
in earlier publications of a particular 
sort.”’ 
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But the original settlers, the immi- 
grants, did not travel much. After the 
strife and turmoil of the old: country, 
from which they had fled, they preferred 
to settle down in quietness and peace 
For a century and a half after the little 
settlement was made at Jamestown the 
colonists hugged the Atlantic shore. If 
they traveled at all it was north and 
south, and they rarely got more than 150 
miles from the Atlantic. Now and then 
some bold adventurer, or ‘even a little 
band of adventurers, would strike out 
wéstward across the mountaine;: but 
there was no concerted movement in 
that direction, and those who ventured 
seldom got back with whole skins, if they 
returned at all. After the close of the 
revolutionary war, however, there was a 
change in this respect. 

The development of a system of trans- 
portation, Mr. Dumbar finds, was not 
due to the necessity of moving commod- 
ities, but to a desire of the people to get 
about. At the close of the revolution 
they found they really had a country, 
and they wanted to know something 
about it. They wanted.to know what was 
beyond. They saw that the possibilities 
of the country were great, and they 
wondered if there were not places where 
they could better themselves. The temp- 
tation to explore the unknown wilderness 
to the west was strong, and many hun- 
dreds yielded to it every year. These 
explorers became pathmekens for others. 
and in time the paths became trails; then 
the trails became roads, and, when civili- 
zation arrived, the roads became high- 
ways. And it is significant that these 
paths which eventually developed into 
highways followed almost without vari. 
ation the trails of those earlier inhabi- 
tants, the North American Indians.

In addition to being instructive, the 
work is decidedly entertaining. There are 
some delightful accounts of the dealings 
of the Pilgrims with the Indians, birch- 
bark canoes being the commodity. The 
Indian very much enjoyed sceing the high 
hatted, sedate looking purchaser of the 
boat step inte it and instantly disappear 
head first into the water. And then the 
illustrations—there are 400 of them—lend 
an attractiveness and a charm that noth- 
ing else could supply. For the most part 
they are reproductions of old time wood 
cuts, totally unlike the delicate illustra- 
tions that adorn the books and magazines 
of the present day, but they represent the 
crude art of the time, and some of them 
are more genuine and truer to nature than 
are some of the efforts of our present day 
artists. 

The fact that self-interest is the ruling 
passion strong in life in every generation 
is illustrated here. The pack drivers 
vigorously opposed the introduction of 
wagons, and the masters of sailing vessels 
bitterly resented the coming of steam 
vessels. "Twas ever thus, and thus it 
probably ever will be.

There is always plenty of tragedy in 
ploneer life, but there is humor also, as # 
amply illuetrated in theas pages. It ia 
amusing to read how one day the citizens 
of Louisville, then a considerable village, 
were greatly alarmed at strange noises 
that came up from the river; it was the 
first steamboat passing by. And the story 
is told of an excited citizen of Connecti- 
cut, who, when the steamer Oliver Ells- 
worth blew up, rushed breathlessly into 
the room where the Connecticut legisla- 
ture was in session and exclaimed: “ The 
Elliver Olsaworth has biled her busters.” 

The story of the building of the great 
National road, which was the chief east 
and west artery of traffic between the 
Atlantic seacoast and the middie states 
for many years, is very interesting, and 
full ef local color. 

It is gratifying to see that one almost 
forgotten American inventor receives his 
just dues in this work. For a century or 
more American children were taught to 
revere the name of Robert Fulton as the 
patron saint of the steamboat business. 
Fulton did much in developing the steam- 
boat, but the real originator was John 
Fitch, who, after years of struggle 
against tremendous discouragements died 
in disgust and despair.

“The Life of Man” has already been 
reviewed in these columns; “ The Sabine 
Women” is a political satire relating to 
the worthless constitution wrung from 
the Russian government in 1905. “ The 
Black Maskers ” is a medieval tale which 
serves as a rnallegory. Init Loren- 
zo, the Duke of Spadro, wishes, in the 
pride of his power and his delight in his 
love, his youth, and his personality, to en- 
tertain guests. He invites them, pre- 
pares a great feast, and lights his palace 
and his tower till all the countryside 
shines with the glow. But the maskers 
who come are not those he invites. Firet 
come the vanities and trivialities, the in- 
solences and doubts, then, last, the most 
hideous creatures of the night, crawiing, 
unthinkable things, supposed to be the 
subconscious thoughts of theduke. They 
drive Lorenzo to madness and to death. 
He cannot endure to hear the truth about 
his evil deeds, and these black creatures 
“devour the light’’ and leave him no 
choice but the madman’s cell or the grave. 

All the claptrap employed by Maeter- 
linck ta produce the “destiny " idea is 
used here with gloomy magnificence and 
power. But the drama lacks much in 
meaning. Lorenzo .is really a dignified. 
courteous, noble gentleman; he is patient 
under ingult, brave though shamed; he 
loves his wife truly and with the spirit, 
and his sins were not unforgivable. Yet 
fiery doom sweeps him and his one faith- 
ful servant—only one of all the great reti- 
nue—to death, and his loved and faithful 
wife goes mourning away from this flam- 
ing tomb, the burning castle, into which 
she dare not throw herself because of her 
unborn child. . 

As a play of destiny it fails because it 
involves no adequate cause of doom. The 
Greeks would have laughed at it. An- 
dreyeff, like Nero, must invent some 
new sins if he would have his crime fit 
his dread punishments. e author calis 
his play form the pan-psyche, meaning 
that they are all thought. The idea suits 
the time and the Russian nation, for 
whatever they can or cannot do, they at 
least can think. But with ail this taken 
into consideration, and even counting in 
the tremendous impression that the dark 
poetry of Andreyeff makes upon the imeg- 
ination, still the play lacks value because 
of the absence of balance.

Met After Conference. 
* Charles W. Gindele, president of the 
Building Construction Employerw’ esso- 
ciation, who represented the carpenter 
contractors; Mr. Kirby, representing the 
carpenters; and Joseph E. Lindquist, the 
arbiter, met following the conference in 
the mayor’s office, in which the carpen- 
ter’s representatives asked the mayor to 
keep out for a few days. . 
At this meeting President Ktrby 
could not sit as a member of an arbitre- 
‘tion beard which would not concede be- 
fore the proceedings started that the car 
penters were to bave 70 cents an hour— 
the wage which they havu been demand- 


ing. 

Mr. Gindele immediately met this state- 
ment by saying that the contractors 
would agree to no such pian. He said he 
would assure the carpenters that they 
would receive some advance, but they - 
would not receive 70 cents an hour the 
first year of the three year agreement.

Raspberry a Thirst Quencher. 


HE raspberry, in epite of its harsh 
cognomen, and the fact that it is 
the fruit of a bramble bush, is al- 
most as poetical and beautiful a 
berry as the strawberry, while it 
has proved itself a more practica) fruit. 
Webster says that the ‘‘rasp”’ of its 
name refers to the apparent roughness 
of the fruit, while other etymologists say 
say this name was given it because of the 
inherent roughness of its seeds. 

The raspberry leads all other berries 
as a thirst quencher, and exceeds al! oth- 
ers in its fresh and refreshing flavor. It 
is considered not only refreshing, but 
purifying. and a good liver tonic. How 
much of this flavor is odor or fragrance 
we may not say, since the two are so inti- 
mately connected, but there is no ques- 
tiom but that both odor and flavor are at 
their best when the berry is juciest, and, 
strange to say, the juiciest berries are 
often the driest, but not dried up as poor 
berries are. , 

No recipe for raspberry pie, tart, short- 
cake, or cakes of any sort would begiven 
in this column, although formerly recom- 
mended, but raspberries with cream, rasp- 
berry ice, raspberry whip or gelatin, rasp- 
berry custards or creams, and raspberry 
sirups and jelly (with currants to make 
it stand up) are in accordance with dietetic 
hygiene.
